Stateſmen, who, to curry Favour with their Sove- 
Teigns, humcur their Paſſions st the Expence of 
every Thing that is virtuous and laudable, rhrowing

the Innocent. But we do not only offend againſt 
this Law, by paying greater: Obedience to the Com- 
mands of any other, or to the Diftates of our own 
Paſſions, than to the Divine Mandates, but when we 
love, fear, or truſt in, and rely on any other Per- 
on, or Thing, more than GG. 
There is yet another very groſs Tranſgreſſion of 
this Law, Which, nevertbeleſs, does not pfoperly 
come under any of theſe Heads ; this is the heinous 
Sin of Alheiſin, if indeed there is ſuch a Thing as an 
actual Atheift in the World, whereof we are in ſome 
Doubt. The Atheiſt, indeed, cannot ſtrictly be ſaid 
to have/any other Gods than the Lord of Heaven 
and Earch, beczuſe he pretends not to acknowledge 
any; and even denies- the Exiſtence of ary ſuch Be- 
ing: But, though the Firſt Com mand ment is Jo ex- 
preſſed in the Decalogue, it is more fully and clear- 
1y explained by Nele, Deut. vi. 4. 5, Hear, O I- 
ratl, the Load our. Gop is one Lon p. And thou 
bal. hover rhe Lon thy Gon, with all. thine Heart, 
and ui al thy Soul; and <cith.all thy, Might, Now 
i is very evident, the Aibeiſt, who does not acknow-

3 to afflict and harraſs the Chriſtian Church, ſoon 

after filled up the Meaſure of his Iniquities, by his 
daeſperate and monſtrous Reſolutions to perſiſt in bis 
Hatred and Cruelty to the People of God; and be- 
came a moſt remarkable Example of his Vengeance, 
and of that exquiſite Miſery which all muſt expect, 

v ho dare to exalt themſelves againſt Heaven. For, 
whilſt he was abſent in Armenia, and Pera, hi- 
ther he went not only to levy the Tribute, which 

had not been paid regularly, but with Deſign to 

under the Temple of Elymais, where, as he had 

. deen informed, immenſe Riches had been repoſited, 

95 udas Maccabeus, who, at the f lead of a few faithful

News of this double Overthrow being brought to 
Antiochus, highly exaſperared againſt the whole 
- Fewiſh Nation, and bent upon Revenge, he levied 
a vaſt Army. but Money falling ſhort for the Pay- 
ment thereof, was obliged to divide his Forces, and 
ſend only one Part of it againſt them, under the 
Command of L. as, one of the Royal Blood, whilit 
with the other he went into Armenia, which had _ 
revolted aga inſt him. 


Ly fas, in Obedience to the Orders he had re- 
ceived, which were no leſs than to exterminate the 
whole Race of the Hebrexws, or tranſplant them, by 
ſelling them as Slaves into other Countries, ſent 
Plolomy Macron at the Head of Forty Thouſand ; 
Foot, and Seven Thouſand Horſe into J. lie, r 
the King's Commands in Execution. And Prolomy, 
for the greater Diſpatch, detached Micanor, as his 
Lieutenant General, with Twenty Thouſand Men, 

iving him, as an Aſſiſtant, one Gorgias, a veteran 
Officer, of conſummate Experience. | 


But to ſee. how vain are the Counſels of Men, 
wnen God is not called to the Conſultation ; this 
formidable Detachment, which thought to have 
devoured Judas, and his Handful of intrepid War- 
riors, Who put their whole Truſt in Heaven, were 
ſhamefully defeated by them, and Nicanor forced to 
fly with Ignominy and Grief to Antiochus. Not 
content with this, after giving due Thanks to Al- 
mighty God, and ſolemnizing the Sabbath in the moſt ; 
devout Manner, Judas having heard that Ti motbeus 
and Bacthides, two other Generals, were coming 
agatnft him, marched out to meet them, utterly 
overthrew them, put to the Sword above Twen- 
ty Thouſand, and returned | back in Triumph, 
with vaſt Spoils, which he piouſly. diſtributed 
equally, amongſt the Ancient, the Maimed, the 

; aw! ng wb _ Widows, 
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— and Qrphans, as well as amongſt bis own 


Enraged at theſe repeated Overchrows, and zea- 
lous to put the King's impious Commands in Exc- 
cution, in ſpite of all Oppoſition, Lat himſelf 
reſolved to march againſt him, with no leſ than 
Sixty Thouſand Foot, and Five Thouſand Horſe, 
all choice Troops; a Power ſufficient, one would 
think, to have ſwallowed them up. But vain is 
the Help of Man without the Protection of Hea- 
ven! Accordingly Judas, no ways diſmayed at 
their Multitudes, boldly marched againſt them, at 
the Head of only Ten Thouſand Men, and put 
them ſhamefully to flight, with the Slaughter of 
Five Thouſand Syrian. 4 


During theſe TranſaQions, the haughty and im- 
pious Autiachus having been at Thmait, with Intent 
to plunder the Temple, as was before obſerved, 
his Deſign having taken vent, met with a ſhame- 
tul Repulſe; the Inhabitants of the City and Coun- 
try adjacent, taking up Arms in Defence of their 
Temple, and driving him away with Ignominy. 
Thunderftruck at this Diſgrace, and exaſperated at 
bis Diſappointment, he retired to Echatane, where 
he received the unwelcome News of the Defeat of 
Micanor and Timotheus. This incenſing him yet 
more, he reſolved to be fully revenged upon the 
Jews for all; and accordingly ordered his Army 
to march, with the utmoſt Expedition, towards 
Juda . Ys 73323 Fe 


But he had not got beyond Babylon, when be re- 
ceived the yet more moi tify ing Accbuht of the O- 
verthrow of Lyſias; and, which was yet worſe, that 
the Fews had retaken the Temple of Feru/a/em, 
thrown down all the Altars and Idols he had fer up 
there, purged the Sanctuary, and re-eſtabliſhed 
their ancient Worſhip. This News * his 


- 
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Fury beyond all Bounds, he immediately ordered 
his Charioteer to drive on with the utmoſt Speed, 
that he might the ſooner ſatiate his Vengeance, 
vowing to make Feraſalem the common Burying- 
Place of the whole Fewifs Nation, and not leave 
a ſingle Iuhabitant therein. 
| _ Scarce had he uttered this ſhocking Expreſſion, 
before this wicked Monſter, whom the Judgments 
of Heaven now followed, was ſtruck with au incu- 
rable and inviſible Plague, labouring under the 
moſt exquiſite Pains in the Stomach avd: Bowels. 
However, nothing amended by this ſevere Re- 
proof, neither ſeeing the Hand of Divine, Juſtice in 
this Viſication, but ſuffering himſelt to be hurried 
away by the wild Tranſports of his Fury, and breath- 
ing nothing but Revenge againſt the whole.

Occaſions, or on meeting with any flight Hurt or 
Misfortune, to cry out, O Jeſu, O Chrift, O Lord, 
and O God, without any Awe or Reverence for, 
and even without thinking of, the great Name 

thus taken in vain? Or what is more uſual, than, 
to hear them ſay to one another, God help you, poor 

Thing, by way of Deriſion, or Irony, or the Deauce 
take you, by the way of Jeſting, each of which; ne- 
vertheleſs, is a direct Violation of this Law. In 
effect, it is not only certain, that it is broken by. 

any of theſe, but alſo that it is violated whenever 
we mention it without due Reverence and Awe, 
eren in reading a Chapter in the Bible, or ſaying our 
Prayers; a Circumſtance which too many even of our

Cergy, who, by their hafty andirreverent Mann-

may ſee in the ſame Place, what can we expect, 
who profeſs to live under à purer Diſpenſation,

Sea of Blood ſhed, in ſpite of all foreign Enemies, 
domeſtic Traitors, unnatural Sons, and a perfidious 
Wife, the old Monarch, who was the greateſt 
Prince of * Ties; MO his Ground, 
and obliged t iring and ungrateful you 
King, rr to ue for Peace, "Shich has. 
rouſſy and indulgently grante. 


Nevertheleſs, though his earthly Father had 
thus forgiven the Wickedneſs and Ingratitude of 
an ambitious Son, it is reaſonably to be ſuppoſed,

One of 
the Dukes of Guelderland, named Arnolaus, having 
many Vears governed that'Couniry, and having a 
Son, called Ada/phus, who impatiently longed for

the old Duke continuing ſtill hearty, and ſhewing 
no Signs of an approaching Diſſolution, this un- 
natural Viper reſolved not to wait any longer: 
Having therefore provided himſelf with fit Ac- 
complices for ſo vile a Purpoſe, he forced into his 
_ Father's Room one Night, as he was going to Bed, 
- and confirained him to walk bare- and even 
without Breeches, in -piercing cold Weather, fif- 
teen long Miles 3 after which, he threw him in 
that Condition into a deep Dungeon, which re- 
ceived Light only through a ſmall Window, aud 
there kept him for fix Months. Could any one, 
but a Devil incarnate, have been guilty of ſo much 
Barbarity?

Many People, no doubt, will think this Cenſure 
too raſh and uncharitable, and imagine themſelves 
mighty honeſt Folks, becauſe they have never 
done any Action that is puniſhable by the Laws of 
the Land; which is ſaying no more, in other 
Words, than this, that they have had ſo much Va- 
lue for their dear ſelves, as to avoid the Gailows, 
Tranſportation, the Houſe of Correction, or the 
Whipping-Poſt ; a pretty Commendation truly!

Have we never preyed upon the Neceſſities of 
others, and eſpecially ihe Poor; or have we never 
oxacted Uſury, that is, more than legal Intereſt? 
If we have, we are Robhers. Have we never con- 
cealed a Depoſit, or perverted a Truſt? If we 
have, we are likewiſe guilty of Robbery. Have 
we never been acceſſary to any grievous and unrea- 
ſonable Taxations ? If we have, we are involved 
in the ſame Guile, Have we never endamaged our 
Neighbour's Goods, or Effates, by Negligence, or 
ctherwiſe ? If we have, then alſo we are guilty. 
Have we never demanded Expedition-Money, for 
what we were otherwiſe paid for, and obliged to do 
by virtue of our Office? If we have, we are like- 
wiſe included in the Number of the Tranſgreſſors.

In ſhort, all Lawyers who take Fees on both 
Sides, who knowingly defend an unjuſt Cauſe, or 
who let their Clients ſuffer for Want of due At- 
tendance, or exerting themſelves in their Behalf, 
are Tranſgreſſors of this Law. All Judges, who 
through Favour, or Reſpect of Perſons, pronounce 
nan unjuſt Sentence, are thereby guilty of the Game 
Crime, and ſometimes of Murder alſo. All thoſe 
Who are any ways acceſſary to forging of Deeds, 
Notes, or any kind of Writings that may affect 
their Neighbour's Intereſt, are included in the 
Number of Offenders againſt this Law > Nay, to 
go higher yet, all Monarchs who unjuftly invade 
the Dominions of others, or load their own Subjects 
with exorbitant or needleſs Tates; with all Miniſters 
of State, who either adviſe, approve of, or neglect 
declaring againſt ſuch Meaſures, are no better than 
Robbers. © All Clergymen, however dignified or 
_ diſtinguiſhed, who being poſſeſſed of one Living, 
that affords a competent Subſiſtence, accept of 
another, are guilty of downright Theft, and that 
of the worſt Sort; nay, to aggravate their Sin the 
more, they are alſo thereby guilty of Adultery, 
we mean ſpiritual Adultery.

But though, on ſo many Accounts, we believe 
theſe Inſtances more remarkable than any others 
that can he produced: yet, as we are too ſenſible,

This 
hardened Monſter, by Name Jobaſyt vor alias aller, 
after having long driven on this iniquitous Trade, 
with Impunity, began, in Time, to be ſuſpected; 
| Having been obſerved to make his Appearance 
irequently at different Circuits, (though under. va- 
rious Names,) and always on the ſame Account, 
namely, to proſecute ſome Perſons by whom he
